Unusual Secrecy Observed. 


The report that recall of the Am- 
bassador had been asked was strength- 
ened by the unusual secrecy that has 
surrounded the American note and the 
Mexican reply and further by the fact 
that Mexico City dispatches last night 
indicated .that propaganda activities 
from Mexican sources in the United 
States might be the subject of that 
correspondence. 

The Ambassador slipped out of Wash- 
ington early last night, and it was 
several hours before his departure be- 
came known. No embassy formalities 
apparently preceded his leaving, only 
his private secretary accompanying him 
to the train. The Ambassador left 
his wife and two children here. 
Embassy officials declined to discuss 
the departure of the Ambassador or 
the persistent report that he had. been 
recalled. He went from here to New 
York, where he plans to catch a 
steamer for a Mexican port. 

During the day there was unusual 
activity at the Mexican embassy as 
the envoy prepared to leave Washing- 
ton, and neither he nor the counsellor, 
Senor Castro-Leal, would see newspaper 
men. Tellez has been Ambassador here 
since February, 19265.

Former Attorney ‘General Is 
Pale Under the Strain of 
Long Suspense. 


Federal Court, New York, March 3 
(By A. P.).—With the fate of one de- 
fendant determined and the other in 
the balance, the Daugherty-Miller trial 
jury was locked up tonight to resume 
again tomorrow its long task of finding 
a double verdict. 

At 11:30 o'clock tonight the jurors, 
worn and haggard from their long de- 
liberations, told Judge John C. Enox, 
that they had not been able to agree 
on one defendant. 

The name of the defendant, on whom 
agreement had not been reached, was 
not disclosed. Exhibits requested earlier 
in the night related to both defendants, 
but chiefly to former Attorney General 
Harry M. Daugherty. 

Thomas W. Miller, former alien 
property custodian, seated in the court 
room near his wife, appeared uncon- 
cerned. 


Daugherty Shows Strain. 


But Daugherty, now 67 years old, ap- 
peared affected by the strain of wait- 
ing. He smiled as he left the court- 
room, saying “they’re making me walk 
the plank quite often.” 

He had been called into court four 
times during the day, each time expect- 


ing a definite result. 
The jury on dismissal tonight had 


had the case more than 58 hours. The 
jury in the first trial was out more 
than 65 hours. Court was scheduled to 
open at 10:30 tomorrow morning. At 
that time the jury will have had the 
case a little more than 69 hours. They 
took it at 1:10 Tuesday afternoon. 

There was a dramatic scene in the 
courtroom when the jury filed in for 
the last time. They were expected to 
report a disagreement. Judge Knox 
said: 

“I have your communication saying 
you were unable to reach an agree- 


‘| ment as to one of the defendants.” 


No. 9 Still Hopeful. 


He then asked each juror if that 
were his deepest conviction. All agreed 
except number 9—Charles Bosse, metal 
refiner. He said he felt that further 
deliberation would bring agreement. 

Judge Knox asked him how long he 
thought it would take.

The 
other eleven apparently were for aban- 
doning attempts to agree on the other 
defendant.

A few 
hours later when the Senate deadlock 
was broken and it went into executive 
session all of the nominations were 
confirmed. 

The full committee was polled for 
its approval in the brief time that 
elapsed between theyreceipt of Col. 
Brand’s name and final action upon it. 


Col. Brand. Formerly in Army. 


Col. Brand is an attorney with of- 
fices in the Investment building. He 
is associated with his father-in-law, 
former Senator McCumber. They 
specialize in tax and tariff cases. He 
is 85 years old, formerly was a lieu- 
tenant colonel in the army and now 
holds that rank in the reserve. He 
has been a resident of Washington for 
five years, coming here from California. 
He is a Republican. 

Withdrawal of Mr. Adams’ name was 
in the name of a compromise, paving 
the way for favorable action on = Mr. 
Childress and Mr, Fleharty, who were 
threatened in the general scalp-hunting 
of organized citizens. The strongest 
opposition was directed against him be- 
cause of his real estate connections two 
years ago when an investigation into 
local: real estate operation was made 
by the Senate District committee. 
There was also considerable opposition 
to Mr. Childress. 

Citizens’ representatives who have 
been working at the Capitol,. however, 
were unaware of the compromise. They 
had been notified that the full com- 
mittee would meet this morning to 
receive the “report” of its subcommit- 
tee,.and there was a current report that 
Mr. Adams’ name was to be withdrawn.

Diplomatic Liquor Stolen 
In Transit ei rom Europe 


Part of Shipment Intended to Grace Tables of French 
Embassy Reported Missing—Believed Sold to 


\ Bootleggers by Sailors. 


Prohibition has begun to levy its toll 
upon foréign embassies and legations 
in the Capital, it was learned here yes- 
terday, when the French embassy dis- 
covered that its stock of imported 
liquors brought to America for the con- 
sumption of diplomats had been plun- 


| dered in transit from France to the 


United States. 

Gleaming diplomatic seals, em- 
blematic of the trust between nations, 
had been torn apart to yleld bottles 
of whisky, wine, gin and champagne to 
the bootlegger. Cleverly concealed be- 
hind straw covering reposed—not the 
rare vintages which tradition associates 
with the provinces—but empty spaces 
Approximately one-fourth of the entire 
consignment of liquor was missing. 

Thousands of dollars’ worth of dip- 
lomatic liquor is apparently making its 
way each month from the vineyards of 
Europe to further distend the already 
bulging pockets of American bootleg- 
gers, investigation discloses. Entering 
the country under government seal, for 
the use of Washington embassies and 
legations, many bottles are being 
stolen en route. The French embassy 
inadvertently made this fact public 


when it was learned that about.a quar 
ter of the liquor intended for diplo- 
matic consumption was not to be found 
upon receipt of the precious cargo in 
this city. 

French attaches are vainly seeking 
an answer to the riddle. It is known 
that the shipment left France en route 
to America intact, and with the red 
and green diplomatic seals untouched. 
Several days ago the cargo arrived in 
Washington. The picture was one of 
havoc. All the seals are said to have 
been broken and much of the liquor 
which was to have warmed diplomatic 
palates is—no one knows where. 

Piracy on the high seas being dis- 
counted, the general prevailing opin- 
ion in embassy circles is that sailors 
probably plundered the various con- 
signments and later. sold the proceeds 
of their thefts to Americon bootleg- 
gers at from #8 to $15 a bottle. Con- 
siderable ingenuity was displayed by 
the marauders in disguising their dep- 
redations. Straw coverings remained 
intact and the actual loss was only dis- 
covered by the unfortunate Frenchmen 
when they started looking for the “real

Stanley, First National Pic- 
tures and West Coast 
Theaters May Unite. 


AFFECTS HOUSES HERE 


New York, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Negotiations for the consolidation of 
three motion picture concerns with as- 
sets of more than $100,000,000 are in 
progress and probably wfll be com- 
pleted early next week, it Was learned 
today from officials of the firms in- 
volved. 

The firms are the Stanley Co. of 
America, with headquarters in New 
York; the West Coast Theaters Co., 
with principal offices in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, and First National 
Pictures, Inc., which has its headquUar- 
ters in New York. 

The pending deal was described as 
the. largest consolidation since the 
Famous Players-Lasky merger. The 
Stanley Co. has 210 theaters in New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
Washington, D. C., and the West Coast 
organization has a chain of 140 the- 
aters along the West coast. 

First National Pictures, Inc., is rated 
as one of the three largest producing 
and distributing companies in the mo- 
tion picture industry, with 33 principal 
offices in the United States and 40 in 
Europe, in addition to a third interest 
in 12 clearing offices in Central Europe. 

The deal is described as a friendly 
cooperative movement for mutual de- 
velopment and it was emphasized that 
it will result in no change in the per- 
sonnel. It was said that it will result 
in an enlargement of First National 
and the strengthening of both the ex- 
hibiting firms. 

It also was learned in connection 
with the propgsed merger that the 
Stanley and West Coast companies 
owned 30 per cent of the First National 
stock prior to the opening of nego- 
tiations and since have acquired the 
holdings of other stockholders. 


The contemplated ‘merger of the 


Stanley Co. of America, the West Coast |_ 


Theaters Co. and First National Pic- 
tures, Inc., will materially strengthen 
the position of all of the companies in- 
volved, according.to John J. Payette, 
supervisor of theaters of the Stanley- 
Crandall Co. of Washington, subsidiary 
of the Stanley company, which oper- 
ates_theaters in the District and sur- 
rounding territory. 

The merger under inasicintids will 
not affect the personnel of the Stanley- 
Crandall Co. nor the management of 
the company’s theaters except to 
strengthen their position in their ef- 
fort to obtain better pictures, Mr.

MANY LIVES IN DANGER 
ON OUPS OFF VIRGINIA 


25 Men Aboard Barges Adrift 
and Helpless After Storm; 
Schooner Disabled. 


NEW ENGLAND HAS LOSS 


Norfolk, Va., March 3 (By A. P.).— 
The American steamer Willsolo, of the 
Williams Steamship line, which had 
not been heard from since yesterday 
morning at 7 o’clock when she reported 
her presence off Cape Henry, and for 
which the coast guard had been asked 
to search when radio messages to her 
went unanswered today, reported to- 
night that she was safe and would dock 
here about midnight. The skipper re- 


ported that because, of the rough 
weather he had put out to sea to ride 
out the storm instead of entering the 
capes during the blow. 

Five barges, each with a crew of five 
men adrift and helpless off the coast, 
summed up the list of marine mishaps 
off the Virginia coast as a result of the 
northeast blizzard that swept the East- 
ern seaboard yesterday and last night. 
Another steamer was ashore in Chesa- 
peake bay near the mouth of the Poto- 
mac river, but was believed in no dan- 
ger. Several vessels that sailed from 
Hampton Roads ports just before the 
storm likewise had not been heard 
from, but no actual loss of life had 
been reported. Several lightships, which 
were blown from their positions yester- 
day and last night, all reported today 
they were safe. 

The drifting barges are the Chatham, 
Orleans and Falmouth, which broke 
away from the tug Eureka 10 miles 
north of Fenwick island, and the Ban- 
gor and Armistead, which broke away 
from the tug Bathgate, all during the 
blow last night.

Bisbee, which was sighted 30 miles

WAS SPARED BY LINCOLN 


With the passing of Theophilus Bal- 
lenger, there is nobody left in Alexan- 
dria, Va., who was born there when 
that city was a part of the District of 
Columbia. There were others born in 
Alexandria nearer to the time when 
it was ceded back to Virginia, but all 
have preceded him to the grave. 

Funeral services for Mr. Ballenger, 
who died Monday, were held yesterday 
from his home at 305 Cameron street, 
Alexandria. 

He was 89 years of age, having been 
born Séptember 26, 1838, in what was 
known then as Alexandria, D.C. Eight 
years later, an act of Congress gave 
Alexandria back to Virginia, following 
insistent demands by Alexandria citi- 
zens that this be done.’ 

Mr. Ballenger was the son of John 
Thomas Ballenger and Charlotte Ten- 
nesson Ballenger. His father died when 
he was a young boy. When the civil 
war broke out, he was drafted for serv- 
ice in the Union army, but his mother 
called on President Lincoln, pleaded 
that Ballenger was her only support, 
and had him excused.

He 
is survived by two daughters, Miss Ada 
Ballenger and Mrs. Ruth Grubb.

‘N-CHINA INDICAT 
BY REPORTS TO US. 


Some of Forces of Sun and 
Wu May Join Cantonese 
Against the North. 


MARINES TO BE LANDED 
ONLY TO GET EXERCISE 


Cutting of Railroad Leading 
to Shanghai Is New Goal 
of Southern Troops. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Indications that the Chinese political 
pot is bubbling with activity and may 
come to a boil in a new alignment of 
the rival military forces are contained 
in recent dispatches from Shanghei and 
elsewhere reaching Washington. 

The reports have to do, to a large ex- 
tent, with unconfirmed rumors in 
Shanghai as to intentions of various 
Chinese generals. They present the pos- 
sibility, however, of a new military al- 
liance between disaffected commanders 
of the defeated army of Sun Chuan- 
Fang, the forces of Marshal Wu-Pe}-Fu 
in Honan province and the Cantonese 
war lord, Chang Kai-Shek, in opposi- 
tion to the northern group headed by 
Chang Tso-Lin, Manchurian dictator, 
and which includes Chang Tsun-Chang, 
whose troops have now taken over the 
Shanghai area. 

The basis upon which such a realign- 
ment is believed to be impending, is 
upon the overthrow in the Cantonese 
party of the radical wing of that party 
now controlling civil activities. 

In the midst of* speculation as to 
Chinese politics, Consul General Gauss 
at Shanghal reported yesterday that the 
international settlement remained 
quiet. 


No Report on Shanghai Parade. 


Published reports that American 
marines will march through the inter- 
national settlement at Shanghai Satur- 
day prompted the statement at the 
Navy Department yesterday that Ad- 
miral C. S. Williams had full discre- 
tionary authority to land the men 
whenever he saw fit. 

As commander of the naval forces in 
Asiatic waters, Admiral Williams is not 
required to advise the department of 
troop movements. In the event the 
marines aboard the transport Chau- 
mont needed shore exercise they could 
be landed. and paraded as the com- 
manding officer chose.

One thousand royal marines from 
the British steamer Minnesota landed 
today and marched through the settle- 
ment. ‘Fhe salute was taken outside 


accompanied by Rear Admiral Sir Reg- 
inald Tyrwhitt, naval commander-in 
chief of the British China station. 

Thousands of foreigners and 
Chinese gathered at the saluting base 
to welcome the marines. Squads of 
soldiers, sailors and police were re- 
quired to maintain sufficient room for 
the column to pass. 

Headed by a band, the half mile of 
men with gleaming bayonets and metal 
helmets filed along the bund through 
the heart of the city and marched -to 
their billets in the eastern area of the 
settlement. 

In connection with the plans for 
the route march by the American nta- 
rines Saturday, Clarence E. Gauss, the 
American consul general, issued a state- 
ment saying: 

“In order to provide exercise for the 
marines aboard the United States naval 
vessels in port they will be landed from 
time to time for route marches through 
the settlement, after which they will 
return to their ships.” 

It is understood this statement was 
intended to emphasize that the Amer- 
icans were not participating in any 
show. of strength, and were maintain- 
ing their policy of remaining on ship- 
board unless an emergency required 
their landing.

CARRIED FIRST MASCOT 


Pendine, Wales, March 3 (By A. P.).— 

» -Thomas, one of the greatest 
British automobile racers, met a ter- 
rible death today while trying to break 
the world’s automobile speed record. 

The driving chain broke as ke piloted 

a huge racing car along the sands of 
the beach at the terriffic speed of 160 
imiles an hour. The big automobile 
turned three somersaults and skidded 
about 150 yards. A wheel came off and 
the broken driving chain ‘whipped 
around Parry-Thomas’ neck almost sev- 
ering it. 

He apparently died instantly and the 
body was so entangled in the wreckage 
that rescuers had to break one leg 
before it could be pulled clear of the 
blazing car. 

Parry-Thomas met his death in con- 
tinuing the speed competition begun 
some time ago among himself, Malcolm 
Campbell and Maj. H. O. Seagrave. Maj. 
Seagrave sailed for New ‘York yesterday 
en route to Daytona Beach, Fla., where 
he hopes to smash all automobile speed 
records driving a “mystery car” of Brit- 
ish make, which is said to be capable 
of a speed of 200 miles an hour. 
Parry-Thomas himself made a record 
of 172 miles an hour from a flying 
start over a mile course here last April. 
He went out today to better it, using 
a 400 horsepower car witk a twelve 
cylinder engine. 

Just before starting, he relaxed his 
rule against carrying mascots and tied 
which a 
woman motorist had brought to give 
him good luck. A few minutes earlier, 
he had laughingly explained why . he 
carried no mascot. “I put not my trust 
in, false gods,” he said. 

Parry-Thomas himself had a large 
share in building the car which killed 
him. Discussing the machine before 
he started, he said: 

“I call her Babs, ani in very truth 
she is my baby. I have nursed her, 
tended her and she is a child of “my 
creation.” 

He was 42 years old and a bachelor. 


LAWYER IN SEARLES

London, March 3 (By A. P.).—Dr. 
George A. Reisner, assistant professor 
of Egyptology of Harvard university, 
today opened the tomb containing 
the sarcophagus of Queen Hete- 
pheres, mother of Cheops, builder of 
the great pyramids, says an Ex- 
‘change Telegraph dispatch from 
Cairo. Details of the opening were 
not available, but it was found that 
the sarcophagus was empty. 

Prof. Reisner has spent several 
years making excavations near the 
Giza pyramids. His report, describ- 
ing the work he had done on the 
tomb of Queen Hetepheres, who was 
the wife of Senefru, first sovereign 
of the fourth dynasty, said that 
identification of the tomb was 
based on two inscriptions in gold 
hierogtyphics on the back of a car- 
rying chair. 

The report, made public at Cairo 
last November, said Queen Hete- 
pheres was buried at Dashur on the 
west bank the Nile, but the tomb 
was rifled by’ thieves, and when the 
violation was discovered the body 
was transferred to a new tomb at 
the entrance of the pyramid of Giza.

Chicago, Ill., March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Three student rrurses, all young, pretty, 
and of the flapper type, today tear- 
fully told of their parts in'a mistake 
which resulted in .the deaths yester- 
day at Columbus Memorial hospital of 
five new-born girl babies and the se- 
rious illness of two others, one of 
which may not recover. 


The nurses told Dr. Herman

sioner, that through a mistake in 
which all three had a part, the 
babies were fed a mild solution of 
boric acid, thought to have been dis- 
tilled water and to which the deaths 
of the babies, ranging in age from five 
days to two weeks, were attributed. 

The babies were given the fatal po- 
tions last Saturday while the mothers 
of four of the infants lay in adjoining 
maternity wards. Today some of the 
mothers were in a critical condition 
while policemen, doctors and a coro- 
ner’s staff attempted to fix responsi- 
bility. 

The nurses are Irene Schwartz and 
Aileen Callahan, on day duty, and 
Margaret Cuff, night nurse. 

- Miss Schwartz said that before go- 
ing off duty last. Saturday she made 
a fresh solution of boric acid, used for 
sterilizing purposes. Miss Callahan, 
who relieved her, placed it in a large 
bottle on a window sill to cool. Miss 
Cuff said she thought the bottle con- 
tained distilled water. She began giv- 
ing. the babies the solution Saturday 
night and later passed the bottle to 
other nurses who used it for the same 
purpose until Monday morning. They 
probably will testify before the coro- 
ner’s jury tomerrow.

GIRL BEATEN, IS CHARGE 


New York, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Coming from a hospital bed with his 
head wrapped in bandages, Campbell 
Carrington appeared in court today 
to press a charge of felonious assault 
against his brother, Edward Codring- 
ton Carrington, of Chicago, but the 
case was adjourned for one week. The 
brothers, wealthy middle-aged scions 
of an old Maryland family, fought a 
“duel” with canes Tuesday night out- 
side the home of Mrs. Edward Car- 
rington. 

The midnight encounter followed the 
filing of a $1,000,000 alienation of af- 
fections suit against Campbell Car- 
rington by his brother in Chicago. 
Cross-sults of divorce are also pending 
there between Mrs. Carrington and 
her husband, who bears the title of 
“colonel” from having been a mem- 
ber of the governor’s staff in Maryland 
in 1911. 

After the “duel” which sent Camp- 
bell Carrington to a hospital, Col. Car- 
rington said that he had come here to 
get evidence against his wife and had 
seen his brother emerge from her 
home. Campbell Carrington said the 
attack was unprovoked, that he had 
merely called to congratulate Mrs. Car- 
rington on becoming a grandmother, 
and that he would sue the colonel for 
$2,000,000 and take steps to have him 
confined to an institution. 

Mrs. Carrington corroborated her 
brother-in-law's story and promised to 
aid him in prosecution of her husband. 
She appeared in court today. When 
the case was adjourned the colonel’s 
bail of $1,000 was continued. 

The adjournment was opposed by 
Max D. Steuer, counsel for Campbell 
Carrington, “‘because this man (point- 
ing at the colonel) should not be at 
large.”’ 

“Just look at my client,” Steuer 
asked the court. “His clothes are still 
spattered with blood. This man not 
only struck my client, but recently 
blackened the eyes and loosened the 
teeth of a 19-year-old girl, and several 
times beat his wife unconscious.” 

Once “the brothers stared coldly at 
each other and then averted their eyes. 
No glance or sign of recognition passed 
between the colonel and his wife.

smuggling charges. 

An inspection of the vessel revealed 
it was loaded with whisky. The cargo 
is estimated at 12,500 cases. Only Capt. 
Stone was placed under arrest. 


Accused in Quadra Case. 


In addition to the present case, 
Capt. Stone was indicted some time ago 
by a grand jury here for conspiracy in 
connection with the Quadra seizure. 

While the crew of the Federal ship 
was detained aboard, Hatfield intimated 
that no charges would be _ pressed 
against the individual members. 

The Federalship is under Panamanian 
registry and was flying the flag of that 
country when esized. 

Attorneys for the owners of the 
Federalship are en route here from

its confidential report dealing with the 
Mexican situation. Whether this latter 
aspect of the situation is involved in 
the note sent to the Mexican govern- 
ment and the reply received in Wash- 
ington, presumably today, is not known. 
When the report of the Ambassador's 
recall was first in circulation last night, 
Acting Secretary Grew, of the State 
Department, could not be reached, as 
he was not at his home. Later Mr. 
Grew declined to make any statement 
upon that report, but at the same time 
unofficial authorization for its denial 
was given. 

The only explanation obtainable for 
this course was that the Washington 
government did not desire to dignify 
the report that it had asked for Tel- 
lez’s recall by issuing any statement in 
denial. 

The developments, including the de- 
parture of the Ambassador and éevi- 
dences at the Mexican embassy dur- 
ing the day of his unwillingness to 
answer any inquiries, left the question 
of the subject of the last exchange be- 
tween the two governments as much of 
® mystery as ever. 

State Department officials again last 
night refused to throw any light on 
the subject or to comment on the 
Mexico City report that propaganda 
activities were involved in the discus- 
sion. 

The incident served, however, to focus 
attention again upon reports that there 
had been leaks at the State Depart- 
ment and that an employe of the de- 
partment had been dropped from its 
rolls in that connection. A House 
resolution sought information on. the 
subject and it has been generally un- 
derstood that the department admitted 
suspicions that there might have been 
unwarranted disclosure of confidential 
matters. 

There was nothing available at the 
department last night, however, to in- 
dicate whether any of these circum- 
stances were in any way concerned 
either with the departure of the Am- 
bassador or with the still secret corres- 
pondence with Mexico. 


Report Called Unfounded. 


Mexico City, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
The foreign office declared tonight that 
the report the Washington government 
had given notification that Manuel 
Tellez was no longer persona grata is 
unfounded. Undersecretary Estrada 
said: 

“The foreign office does not know the 
source of such report, which is consid- 
ered without foundation. The foreign 
office has not received any such notifi- 
cation.” 


Apprehensive in Mexico City. 
Special to The Washington Post. 


Mexico City, March 3—A break in 
diplomatic relations between the Mexi- 
can and American governments is ap- 
prehended here. It is expected to be 
the result of the latest exchange of 
notes between the State Department 
and the foreign office. 

The latest Mexican note -will be de- 
livered in Washington today or tomor- 
row. It is a vigorous defense of Am- 
bassador Manuel Tellez and Consul 
General Arturo Elias, half-brother of 
President Calles. Both men were the 
objects of a protest received from the 
State Department Monday and based 
on their public explanations of Mexi- 
can policies. 

The American note set forth specific 


declaration and activities which the 
American government holds are in con- 
travention of the diplomatic and con- 
sular prerogatives of two officials. 

The State Department took vigorous 
exception to what it construed as or- 
ganized propoganda within the United 
States against the policies df the 
Washington administration. Specific 
mention was made not only of state- 
ments given to newspapers, but pamph- 
lets which are alleged to have been cir- 
culated at the expense of the Mexican 
government. 

The American note is taken as “ap- 
tig an ultimatum that this al- 

eged official propaganda should cease. 
The Mexican government’s reply so far 
as known here yields nothing in this 
res t. 

Ambassador Tellez was informed in 
advance of the nature of the note 
which Washington was preparing for 
Mexico. He took the first train out of 
Washington to report in person to 
President Calles and Foreign Minister 
Saenz. The note preceded him, but 
after it had been decoded, Senor Calles 
decided the Ambassador’s visit was un- 
necessary. The diplomat was  inter- 
cepted at San Luis Potosi and ordered 
to return to Washington.

lution.” 


Six Priests in Mexico 


Executed Without Trial

Mexico City, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Six priests have been executed without 
cause and without trials and many 
Catholic laymen have met a similar fate, 
the Mexican episcopate declared in a 
statement today in reply to Gen. Fran- 
cisco R. Serrano’s declaration in Los 
Angeles:that the religious controversy 
here had been exaggerated. 

The episcopate further said that 
7 bishops and 300 priests had been 
brought here from ‘various dioceses and 
held virtually as prisoners. It added 
that the government had continued to 
make raids on Catholic homes. 

The statement of Gen. Serrano, who 
is regarded as the possible successor to 
President Calles, that many priests in 
the interior have complied with the re- 
ligious law and are officiating as usual 
was also denied.

Anti-U. S. Boycott 
Blocked by Calles 


Mexico City, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Suggestions circulated here of a Latin 
American boycott against products of 
the United States received a reverse 
today when President Calles issued a 
decree suspending the import duty on 
the next 60,000 tons of wheat brought 
into Mexico. This amount represents 
the estimated shortage of the Mexican 
wheat crop below domestic require- 
ments. The issuance of the decree is 
interpreted as meaning that failing to 
feed herself, Mexico must import food- 
stuffs which come mostly from the 
United States. 

The newspaper Excelsior published 
an editorial today vigorously criticiz- 
ing the boycott suggestion as ridicu- 
lous and impossible of fulfillment.

DUTY TO THE COLONIAL 
POSSESSIONS STRESSED 


War Losses Must Be Made 
Un, It Is Held; Legislation 
Near Completion. 


Paris, March 3 (By A. P.).—France’s 
naval building legislation, to be intro- 


duced in parliament before the end of’ 


this month, is part of the program for 


replacement of war losses and worn-out 
units, the Associated Press was in- 
formed today by George Leygues, the 
minister of marine. 

“The three new cruisers just ordered 
put on the stocks by the United States 
are, I suppose, intended to make up 
for the wear and tear on the fleet,”’ he 
said. “Well, that is just what we are 
doing in the construction now progress- 
ing or provided for.” 

New construction provided for since 
the war, he continued, amounts to 
7 cruisers, 8 destroyers, 39 submarines, 
26 torpedo boats, 3 submarine mine- 
layers, a submarine cruiser, 2 airplane 
carriers, a submarine supply ship and 2 
petroleum supply ships. A considerable 
part of this program will have been 
realized by 1930. 

“These new Ships,” the minister 
pointed out, “are to replace war losses 
and worn-out vessels. We lost in war- 
fare four dreadnoughts, five armored 
eighteen destroyers, fifteen 
Submarines, ten torpedo boats and 
80 auxiliary and smaller craft, totaling 
132 units. This is more than was lost 
by any other belligerent, excepting 
Great Britain. , 


Building 90 Vessels. 


“We are building 90. This is simply 
the program adopted after the war, 
which we are carrying out in annual 
slices. It was made necessary not only 


, by the war losses but by the fact that 


our arsenals worked for the French 
and allied armies during the hostili- 
ties. They turned out big guns, am- 
munition and assault cars. They aban- 
doned five dreadnoughts of the Nor- 
mandie class, of 25,000 tons, which 
were on the stocks. 

“Not a single on 
between 1914 and 1923. Our war losses 
were consequently net, without an atom 
of repair, while the routes to our over- 
seas possessions are second only to the 
British. We have approximately 30,- 
000 miles to cover in communicating 
with our colonies; Great Britain has 
80,000, the United States 18,000, Japan 
6,000 and Italy 5,000 in maritime routes. 

“With the second largest colonial do- 
main in the world, and such enormous 
extents of coast lines and maritime 
routes to protect, it was the imperative 
duty of France to begin to restore her 
navy, depleted in constant action in 
the war and reinforced by not a sin- 
gle unit until five years after the war, 
while our allies and associates partly 
repaired their losses during the hos- 
tilities. 

“It is a modest program,” the minis- 
ter concluded, “and the minimum re- 
quired by the actual circumstances.”

SMOTWELL GALLS OFF 
ADDRESS 10 GERMANS 


Raising of “War Guilt Lie” 
Issue Blamed by Colum- 
bia Professor. 


CHANCELLOR A SPEAKER 


Berlin, March 3 (By A. P.).—Prof. 
James T. Shotwell, of Columbia uni- 
versity, Carnegie professor at the Ger- 
man Institute of Politics, refused to 
speak at a meeting in the reichstag 
building, where he was scheduled, to 
appear tonight, when he heard that the 
“war guilt lie’ would be made an is- 
sue by other speakers. 


Interviewed at his hotel tonight, Prof. 
Shotwell told the Associated Press that 
he strongly objected to appearing “‘upon 
any platform, at home or abroad, where 
the word ‘lie’ was up for discussion, 
especially when directed at others, who 
in their hearts may be acting in all 
good faith.” 

He said that he had been invited to 
speak at a meeting under the auspices 
of the working committee of the League 
of German societies, in celebration of 
the consummation of the publication 
of documents of the German foreign 
office relating to Germany’s foreign 
policies concerning the world war, 
which, he said, he considered “a very 
worthy cause.” His refusal to speak 
came, he added, when<he heard that 
the “war guilt lie’ would be made an 
issue by others. 

He denied that his absence was due 
to the participation in the meeting of 
Clara Mende, a member of the reich- 
stag and chairman of the German 
women’s committee for fighting the 
“war guilt lie.” Frau Mende previous- 
ly had stated that Prof. Shotwell had 
declare he would not appear unless 
she retired from the program. The 
professor emphatically denied presum- 
ing, a8 a foreign guest, to object to the 
presence of Frau Mende, whom, he 
said, he never even had seen. 


Speaker Nicholas Longworth was ac- 
claimed tn the House yesterday when 
he was put fofward by a Democrat as a 
Republican candidate for President of 
the United States. 

Described by Representative Edward 
W. Pou, of North Carolina, as having 
“won his spurs” though “handicapped 
by a great name.” Mr. Pou said the Re-

The House rose when 
Mr. Pou finished his speech and gave 
the Speaker a prolonged ovation. Mr. 
Pou spoke as follows: 

“This Congress is rapidly drawing to 
a close. There are some things which it 
may not be inappropriate to say at this 
time. I have served with the Speaker 
of the House for 22 years, and have 
watched his ascent in public life. He 
has been our Speaker here for two 
sessions. I think I echo the sentiments 
of the minority when I say that he 
has been fair and courteous at all times. 
I think there has been but one appeal 
from his decisions during this Con- 
gress. That appeal was on a question 
nonpolitical and technical in character. 
If I may be permitted to express an 
opinion I rather thought the Speaker 
was right in the ruling that he gave. 

“Now there are all sorts of changes 
in the political kaleidoscope. I do not 
think it is putting it too strongly to 
say that while in former days the 
Speaker of the House was handicapped 
by the glitter of a great name, that He 
has won his spurs and that he stands 
out as having made good before the 
people of America. We can not. agree 
with the Speaker politically, but we can 
acknowledge the fact that he is a fair 
fighter and always strikes above the 
belt or else he would not strike at all. 

“Possibly some of us can not vote for 
him if the time comes when the na- 
tion shall call for his services. “We 
can not vote for him on election day, 
but we can vote for him in the way of 
a nomination. 

“A great mahy of us feel that our old 
enemy the Republican party might do 
itself proud if in time it shall put him 
forth as a candidate for the greatest 
office in the gift of the American peo- 
ple and the entire world. 

“He has been tried in the poalitical 
fire. He stands forth today without a 
mark against his fair name. He stands 
forth as a rugged, typical American. 

“We all on our side and on both sides 
wish him well. He presides over an 
American home.

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STATE CONTROL OF ELECTIONS. 


The Minnesota legislature has ordered an 
investigation of charges of corruption in the 
campaign of United States Senator Schall. 

Evidently the State of Minnesota believes 
that it has jurisdiction over the election of its 
United States senators. Charges having been 


“generally made,’’ according to the Minnesota 
resolution, that Senator Schall had accepted 
contributions from bootleggers, the legisla- 


‘ture has appointed a committee to inquire 


into the facts. ; 

It would be well for the State of Illinois 
and Pennsylvania to follow the same course, 
instead of leaving the work to be performed 
by a special “smelling committee’ of the 
Senate. 

The duty of preserving the integrity of 
elections rests upon the States. This is par- 
ticularly true in the case of primaries, which 
do not come within the constitutional power 
conferred upon the: Senate to judge the elec- 
tions of its members. 

_ If a State permits corruption to flourish in 
primaries and elections, Congress can not stop 
the practice, try as it will; but if a State 
vigilantly protects the purity of its ballot, the 
men it elects to serve it in the House and 
Senate are entitled to their seats and must be 
seated if the Union of States is to endure, 

The Senate has gone out of bounds in in- 
quiring into campaign practices within the 
States. It has usurped the power of the 
States, and sooner or later the States will put 
a stop to the proceedings. 

If the Minnesota legislative committee 
should report that Senator Schall’s election 


- Was untainted with corruption, any effort on 


the part of a Senate committee to challenge 
Schall’s right to his seat should be strenuously 
resisted by Minnesota. That State’s right to 
two senators of its own choosing is above the 
challenge of a Senate committee or of the 
Senate itself. 

Of course it is the duty of every State to 
keep its elections pure, and to that end every 
State should enact a suitable law punishing 
corrupt practices. But if a State does not see 
fit to enact such a law covering primaries, no 
outside authority can compel it to act. Con- 
gress has nothing to do with a State’s primary 
system. 

The strong resistance to the attempt to em- 
power a Senate committee to snoop into the 
primary proceedings of the States is the first 
manifestation of the underlying spirit of inde- 
vendence in the Stateg, which when fully 
aroused will put an end to the scheme to put 
the Federal government in control of elections 
throughout the United States. Usurpation by 
the Senate has gone a long distance, but every 
step will have to be retraced. . The States will 
not remain united if they are denied two sena- 
tors each, of their own choosing, without dic- 
tation from the Senate. Every one knows 
what qudlifications are required. If they are 
raet, the individuals elected must be seated. 
The Senate has no more right to add qualifica- 
tions than the States have to subtract from 
As to the regularity and purity of 
primary nominations, those are questions: to 
be determined by the States.

The ultimate disposal of the 
case by the highest tribunal will nave a very 
important effect upon the future price of twine 
made from sisal and other fibers. 


WOMEN ON JURIES. 


The President has affixed his signature to 
an act of Congress amending the District code, 
providing that women may serve as jurors in 
the local courts. The amended law states 
that no person shall be disqualified for jury 
duty or jury commissioner by reason of sex, 


and that the provisions of law relating to the 
qualifications of jurors and exemptions from | 
jury duty shall in all cases apply to women as 
well as men. It provides further, however, 
that women may not be compelled to serve, 
and must be excused from duty if they so 
desire, 

Officers and members of the National Wom- 
an’s Party and representatives of the various 
women’s clubs of the District whé have been 
assisting in securing the passage of the law 
are jubilant. They point out the many ad- 
vantages that such service will bring to 
women in acquainting them with the func- 
tions of the law and impressing upon them 
the value and duties of citizenship. They call 
attention to the fact that in some cases | 
women are better fitted than men to sit in 
judgment, and that men should welcome the 
prospect of having to serve less often. 

All of these points are well taken if mat- 
ters work out as the psoponents of the new 
order think they will. Unfortunately, however, 
women may ask to be excused, and in that 
event the court has no choice other than to 
let them off. For the time being the novelty 
of the new activity will be sufficient to make 
begging off rather rare. As time wearf on, 
however, womenkind will-probably follow the 
bad example of masculinity and beg off on 
every occasion. 

Jury service is a high and noble civic duty/ 
one which should not be shouldered under 
compulsion, but rather as a genuine oppor- 
tunity to take part in democratic government. 
It is up to the women to show their husbands, 
fathers, brothers and sons how the privileges 
of citizepship should be accepted. May they 
do it handsomely, and by good example prove 
their right to the newly won equality. 


LAWS AGAINST INCENDIARISM. 


For some time the Fire Marshals Associa- 
tion of North America has been advocating a 
model arson law. In most States existing 
statutes are based on the old common law, 
which covers -only the willful burning of the 
habitation of another. They do not take into 
consideration cases in which incendiarism is 
resorted to for personal gain of one sort or 
another; consequently many offenders have 
been able to evade punishment. Hence a 
model statute has been drawn up, defining 
concretely the various forms of arson and covy- 
ering the burning of buildings of all kinds for 
gain or other motives, as well as the burning 
of personal property. The legislation has been 
introduced in the legislatures of eleven States. 

Incendiarism is a danger to every one. No 
matter how small a blaze may be, it is always 
apt to spread to surrounding property, thus 
becoming a genuine menace to both life and 
property. The Chicago fire started in a small 
cow barn, a tiny blaze at its inception, but an 
immeasurably costly holocaust before it was 
extinguished. Because of the continual danger 
of such outbreaks large fire departments must 
be maintained, larger, of course, than would 
be necessary if blazes could be foreseen. 
Every fire, no matter how small, has an effect 
on insurance rates, which, in turn, affect every 
individual, whether he be a property owner or 
not. | 

While the percentage of blazes caused by in- 
cendiaries or pyromaniacs probably is not 
large, society should be fully protected against 
them. According to the Board of Fire Under- 
writers present legislation in many cases is not 
adequate to the task. The model laws deserve 
universal public support, and it is to be hoped 
that they will be enacted by all the States.

The schedule of “compen- 
sation” is a valuable addition to the sum of 
human knowledge of human anatomy. 


ARMY DRESS UNIFORMS. 


The army, or a large part of it, wants to go 
back to the old blue dress uniform. Until 1917 
the regulations prescribed .three outfits for 
formal occasions——the full dress uniform, 


worn for formal evening functions; the blue 
mess jacket, worn upon occasions where a 
civilian would don a dinner jacket, and the 
dress uniform, worn at formal daytime affairs. 
These regulations were suspended as a war- 
time measure during: the latter part of 1917, 
and in July, 1919, were rescinded entirely. 
Since then the question of their return to 
favor has agitated military circles, and now a 
determined campaign seems to be under way 
to have the old uniforms returned to their 
former status as the official dress of the army, 
replacing the present khaki colored uniform 
for all purposes except field and fatigue duty.

ODAY at noon the term of James 

W. Wadsworth, senatof of the 

United States, will expire and he 
will retire at least temporarily to take 
up the business of his ancestors who, 
for upwards of a century, have culti- 
vated the soil and tended the flocks 
in the valley of the Geneso, 30 miles 
south of Rochester. Mr. Wadsworth 
has served twelve years in the Senate 
of the United States, and before that 
he had made a name for himself as 
speaker of the New York assembly after 
having served as a private in the war 
with Spain, for which he enlisted the 
day following his graduation from Yale 
in 1898. 

It is hardly to be expected that his 
political career is closed because of the 
misunderstanding as to his attitude to- 
ward the prohibition law. He is tempo- 
rarily retired from public life as a re- 
sult of the elections of last November, 
but whether he shall reappear in the 
legislative halls or not he has left his 


mark on the legislation of the country, 
and it would be difficult to point out a 
single.member of the United States 
Senate who has worn-the téga during 
the last twelve years who leaves that 
body with more of the sincere regard 
of his fellows on both sides of the 
chamber than that which will follow 
the departure of Mr. Wadsworth with 
the close of the present Congress. 


It was just twenty years ago on the 
fourth of March, 1907, that his father, 
James W. Wadsworth, sr., ended his 
career which covered a period of nearly 
twenty years as a member of the House 
of Representatives, and the cause of 
the departure of the one is similar in 
many respects to the passing of the 
other. The senior Wadsworth was a 
man of highest integrity and of sound 
political, as well as business sense, who 
never, under any circumstances, per- 
mitted himself to be swerved from a 
course which he had laid out and in 
which he firmly believed for the sake 
of politics. The real cause of his de- 
feat for reelection in 1906 was an Iill- 
considered exclamation of Senator 
Beveridge, of Indiana. In‘that year Mr. 
Wadsworth was the chairman of the 
committee on\agriculture in the House 
of Representatives, and in thosé days 
the committee on agriculture had 
charge of the preparation of the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill now handled 
by the committee on appropraitions. 
About the 20th of May, 1906, the com- 
mittee had prepared and passed the 
bill making appropriations for the De- 
partment of Agriculture for the next 
fiscal year. Incidentally it carried only 
about one-thirtieth of the amount ap- 
propriated ‘for the fiscal year ost 
After the bill was sent to the Senate, 
Senator Beveridge, of Indiana, succeed- 
ed in getting that body to tack on to 
the measure as sent from the House, a 
‘rider whichprovided for the inspection 
of meats of all kinds by the. bureau

The bill in its general terms had the 
entire approval of Mr. Wadsworth but

The hearings which resulted from 
these requests occupied 30 days, and 
when at last agreement was reached 
copies of the revised bill were taken 
at once to the White House in order 
that President Roosevelt might under- 
stand the changes which had been 
made before tthe whole text of the bill 
was given to the press. The Presi- 
dent read the bill and objected to sev- 
eral of the features, but when explana- 
tions were made he withdrew any ob- 
jections which he had entertained. 

One of the features originally ob- 
jected to provided for the payment of 
the examination of meats and animals 
by the United States. Mr. Roosevelt at 
first thought the packers should be 
compelled 10 pay the cost of the in- 
spection, but then it was explained 
that would simply mean that the pack- 
er would in all probability place an 
overhead of at least 100 per cent upon 
that charge and pass it up to the .con- 
sumer, that objection was set aside. 
Next was the feature of the bill which 
provided for a court review in case any 
packer might consider his constitu- 
tional rights had been violated. The 
President was shown that the Consti- 
tution itself gave the right of appeal- 
ing to the courts in such cases and 
objection No. 2. thereupon vanished. 
But the President thought some future 
Congress might refuse to make the 
necessary appropriation to carry out 
the law, whereupon it was proposed, 
and the proposition went through, that 
this appropriation should be made per- 
manent, just exactly as payment of in- 
terest on the public debt is provided 
for. At last the members of the com- 
mitte who had gone to the White 
House with this bill left convinced 
that the President was entirly satis- 
fied with the measure.

EPARTMENT ASKED 
AT DALLAS SESSION 


Superintendence Body of N. 
E. A. Adopts Demand; Meet- 
ing Is Ended. 


PLANS ARE PRESENTED 
FOR A HEALTH SURVEY 


Colleges Are Indicted for En- 
trance Requirements by 
F. D. Boynton. 


Dallas, Tex., March 3 (By A. P.).— 
A Federal department of education was 
demanded in resolutions adopted here 
today at the final session of the annual 
convention of the department of super- 
intendence, .National Education asso- 
ciation. 


George W. Wannamaker, of 58t. 
Mathews, 8. C., was the only delegate 
to cast a dissenting vote. He declared 
that under a secretary of education in 
the President’s cabinet “the autonomy 
of the American school system would 
be relegated to the rear.” 

Disputing such a conclusion, W. M. 
Davidson, of Pittsburgh, Pa., chairman 
of the organization’s legislative com- 
mittee, asserted that under the pro- 
posed Federal education bill “there can 
never be centralization of educational 
power in Washington.” 

The convention recommended “that a 
worth-while health program be carried 
on throughout the country, emphasiz- 
ing in particular personal hygiene and 
the evil effects of narcotics and alco- 
holic beverages.” 

A severe indictment of American col- 
lege entrance requirements was con- 
tained in an address prepared for de- 
livery by Frank D. Boynton, superin- 
tendent of schools, of ItKaca, N. Y. 

Superintendent Boynton referred to 
“traditional colleges” as the “Tutank- 
hamen crowd still wedded to the past,” 
and severely upbraided college educa- 
tors for failing to reorganize their 
methods in order to give every quali- 
fied boy and girl a chance at a college 
education. Dr. Boynton is the new vice 
president of the superintendence de- 
partment. 

One of the final important acts of 
the convention will be the adoption 
this afternoon of recommendations of 
the resolutions committee. These in- 
clude -resolutions against interference 
of politics in the State or county ad- 
ministration of schools; favoring a 
Federal Department of education, and 
favoring instruction in the evil effects 
of narcotics and alcoholic beverages. 

A nation-wide survey of school chil- 
dren to determine the effect of health 
education was explained to the teach- 
ers. 

Miss Esther Perrin, of New York, 
representative of the American Child 
Health association, said that the sur- 
vey would be started next September 
and would be completed within three 
years. She said. the nation’s bill for 
health work in schools had grown from 
@ small amount to $10,000,000 in the 
last 25 years and that her organiza- 
tion desired to know if this money was 
expended productively, and to offer 
ee based on the survey. 

J. M. Gwinn, superintendent of 
schools of San Francisco, was elected 
president of the department last night.

Followed by Flood of 
Stop-Loss Orders. 


RISE AFTER RESUMPTION 


New York, March 3 (By A. P.).—A 
wave of selling orders in the common 
shares of Cities Service Co. (new). ac- 
companied by exaggerated reports of 
the illness of Henry L. Doherty, presi- 
dent of the company, released a flood 
of stop-loss orders in the New York 
curb market today and caused a break 
of 10 points before trading in the stock 
opened at 57% and after a slight rise, 
was temporarily suspended. The stock 
slumped rapidly to 48, at which point 
suspension was ordered to permit the 
specialists in the shares to take care 
of the situation. 

On resumption of trading at 2 o’clock, 
10,000 shares ¢hanged hands at 40%, off) 
about 18 points on the day, after which 
& gradual recovery set in and the stock 
climbed back to 49. 

It was said in some circles that the 
unwieldy position of the stock, “honey- 
combed” with stop-loss orders, was due 
largely to a nation-wide selling cam- 
paign of the company’s common stock. 
Dealers all over the country have been 
placing stock with investors and with 
others who expected the prices to ad- 
vance. The latter buyers, it is pre- 
sumed, had sought to protect profits 
by placing stop-loss orders with their 
brokers. 

The Cities Service Co. last week of- 
fered $15,000,000 5 per.cent debentures 
priced to yield 54% per cent, which 
were heavily oversubscribed. A finan- 
cial statement issued at that time 
stated that the capitalization of the 
company consisted of 818,702,246 6 
per cent debentures, $103,064,750 6 per 
cent preferred stock, $9,913,144 addi- 
tional preferred 6 per cent stock, and 
$80,467,696 common stock. 

The company is one of the largest 
holding corporations in the world, with 
public utility and oil properties all 
over the United States and in foreign 
countries. 

After the suspension in trading in 
the curb market the following state- 
ment was issued at the offices of Henry 
L. Doherty & Co.: 

“Mr. Doherty has been under the 
care of a physician for a considerable 
time, owing to a nervous condition 
brought about by overwork in an ex- 
tremely active life. His condition is 
serious, but not critical.” 


Baltimore, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Cities Service Co., New York, has been 
a patient at Johns-Hopkins hospital 
since December 19. He is “doing very 
well,” hospital authorities said tonight.

“and consequently it would be prema- 
ture to talk about what we mean to do 
until we know the quality of our 
equipment.” He admitted he hoped 
to fly to the south pole, but said the 
plans were far from complete.

The first Virginia Beach people to 
reach Norfolk since about noon yester- 
day arrived here at 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon and reported that great damage 
had been done to seawalls and bulk- 
heads by the heaviest surf in years and 
that a schooner, which went ashore off 
Twenty-fourth street last night, had 
freed herself and then stranded again 
off Cape Henry, where she now lies 
helpless. 

The name of the schooner was not 
known to the first party to break 
through the wall of snow which has 
shut off Norfolk for more than 24 
hours from its resort neighbor, but they 
said they understood that the crew had 
been rescued by coast guardsmen from 
the Virginia Beach station. 


Train Stalled in Snow. 


Wire service between Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach is still lacking, and L. 
B. Wickersham, superintendent of the 
electric division, traversing his lines to- 
Gay, said it appeared to him that 1,000 
telephone poles were down. 

Mr. Wickersham arrived here about 3 
o’clock this afternoon on a steam train 
which brought in three coaches Null of 
Virginia Beach folk. This train left 
Norfolk for the Beach at 5:30 o’clock 


last night and stalled in 6 feet of snow 
at Maple Run. Then it spent the night 
with all its Virginia Beach passengers 
‘aboard. Rations were slim, but the 
coaches were well heated, so there was 
no suffering. An extra engine, sent out 
from Norfolk’ this morning, pushed the 
stalled train through to Virginia Beach, 
where it arrived shortly after noon. It 
had less difficulty getting back and the 
line is now considered clear. 

The breaking adrift of the two light- 
ships, the Charles, near Cape Charles, 
Va., and Lightship 91, from Winter 
Quarter station, of Chincoteague, V2., 
left the coast in their sections without 
adequate maritime warnings. No word 
has been received at the lighthouse 
depot, Portsmouth, this morning re- 
garding their safety, but since they are 
both under their own power little ap- 
prehension is felt for the safety of their 
crews. There are perhaps eighteen 


men on each. The Charlies at last re- || 


port was 5 miles off her station.

carbon, ink or pencil. That other crime 
laid at the door of liquid polish— 
opaque nails—is likewise due to neg- 
ligence on the user’s part, for nails that 
have been treated while damp will al- 
ways look opaque. That one can not 
apply varnish over a wet surface ought 
to be apparent to anybody. Likewise, 
the polish will surely peel. 

Another misfortune that happens to 
some nails is that the bleach cream 
used under them seems too drying and 
dirt collects on the roughened skin. In 
the majority of cases this could have 
been obviated if one used a nail brush 
and warm soapy water immediately 
after applying the cream.- Some skins, 
however, do much better with mani- 
cure flioss, moistened in soapy water 
and drawn under the nails. Other 
women, again, swear by the dry powder 


moistened with water or peroxide that 


is a favorite with so many professional 
manicurists. : The thing is not to cease 
searching until one has found the 
method that agrees with one’s own 
nails, then follow it religiously. 


Dear Viola Paris—Please tell me what 

to do for warts on the hands.

Answer—Warts can usually be re- 
moved by the following safe and sim- 
ple process. Grease the skin immedi- 
ately surrounding the wart with vase- 
line or any similar preparation. Then 
apply to the wart itself a little nitric 
acid—only as much as can be put on 
with the end of a match. The object 
of the vaseline is to protect the sur- 
rounding skin from the acid. This 
treatment can be continued—one ap- 
plication a day—until the wart is fully 
removed.

Childhood’s Morals.

COOKED VS. RAW FOODS. 


HERE are people who sincerely 
believe in eating raw foods. When 
they are questioned it is generally 
found that their notions are hazy, and 
mixed in with them is a good deal of 
mysticism and psuedo science. They 
do kave some ground on which to 
stand. 

Cooking does have a destructive ac- 
tion on some vitamins, particularly the 
vitamin which prevents scurvy. It does 
remove some food values, particularly 
some of the minerals. It lessens the 
digestibility of a few foods, for in- 
stance, cabbage. In cooking, harmful 
condiments are sometimes added. Soda 
is added in the cooking of some foods 
and that is harmful. Eating over-hot 
foods may be one contributing cause of 
cancer and, finally, cooking is trouble- 
some, expensive and wasteful. ¢ 

Those who believe in cooking foods 
have arguments on their side, as well 
as custom. They say cooking does not 
materially harm any vitamin, except 
that which protects against scurvy. If 
the usual diet is not sufficiently pro- 
tective against scurvy, all we need to 
do is to drink some fruit juice or eat 
a heavy rind fruit, such as an orange. 


It is not necessary to add soda to 
any food in the cooking process. The 
addition of condiments is a matter of 
taste, and the criticism applies to raw 
foods as well as to cooked ones. It is 
overcooked cabbage that is indigestible. 
There is no justification for overcook- 
ing cabbage, or any other food. 

There are methods of cooking that 
do not waste the food elements. If the 
juice which comes from foods, and 
even the cleaner waskings are kept and 
made into soups, liquors and sauces, 
the charge of waste fails. 

There have always been people who 
have wondered about the enduring 
fondness for soups. One ‘Treason is 
that soups are rich in minerals, vita- 
mins and fats—those elements that 
are sometimes washed or leached out 
in other cooking processes. Pot liquor 
is especially valuable because it is a 
catch bag for all these valuable in- 
gredients—ingredients which might 
otherwise be lost. 


In a study of the relative wasteful- 
ness of different methods of cooking 
vegetables, Peterson and MHoppert 
found the following: 

Of the four methods tested, steam- 
ing was the least wasteful, and boiling 
in an excess of water stood at the other 
end of the line. Pressure cooking and 
ordinary boiling stood in between, the 
first named ranking ahead of the sec- 
ond. 

The losses for dry matter and pro-

teins were: Steaming and pressure 
cooking, 15 per cent; ordinary boiling, 
30 per cent; boiling in excess water, 40 
per cent. 

Loss in lime: Steaming and pressure 
cooking, 10 per cent; two methods of 
boiling, 20 and 30 per cent. 

Loss in phosphorus and iron: Steam- 
ing and pressure cooking, 20 per cent; 
ordinary boiling, 35 per cent; boiling 
in excess of water, 55 per cent. 

Beet greens, cabbage and spinach lost 
a great deal of iron in being cooked. 
Cooking costs a great loss of values with 
cabbage, but not with cauliflower. Cel- 
ery, beet greens and onions also lost 
heavily by being cooked. Spinach re- 
tained its lime well during the’ cooking 
process. 

The final answer to the raw food 
advocates is that cooking protects 
against the bacteria in foods and also 
against worm eggs. It removes the 
poisons so frequently used on fruits 
and vegetables not all of which have 
been washed off before marketing. 


NORMAL SALT SOLUTION. 


B. M. K. writes: What is a normal 
salt solution? 


REPLY. 


Strictly speaking, a salt solution 
should be called isotonic or normal 
when its strength just equals that of 
blood. This means 9 grains of salt to 
each 1,000 grains of water. That means 
138 grains of salt to the quart of 
water. 

But different strengths are used. 
Fifty grains to the pint of water is 
official. 

Fantus says that when it is to be 
injected into the blood stream the 
strength 9 grains to each 1,000 must 
be used. As an eye wash, the solution 
should be almost twice that strength. 
For injection into the tissues he says 
it should be half-strength. 


HOT WATER FOR LEG CRAMPS. 


W. G. P. writes: Cramps in the calf 
of the leg or thigh can be helped 
almost immediately by immersing the 
foot in water as hot as can be borne 
and dipping a rag or sponge in the 
hot water and bathing the calf or 
thigh. Have seen much _§ suffering 
before we were aware of this remedy, 
and wish to pass it along.

T. J. W. writes: What is the cause 
of an itch in the skin at night when 
going to bed, and how can I remedy it?

PASTOR SAYS REVOLT 
OF YOUTH IS MYTH 


Bloomington, Ind., March 3 (By A. 
P.).—The revolt of youth and _ the 
laxity of college morals are twin myths, 
in the opinion of Dr. Charles W. Har- 
ris, pastor of the Presbyterian church, 
which ministers to Indiana university 
students. 

“In my own college there were 400 
men, and when I think of what hap- 
pened then, it seems that life is rather 
colorless now.

| Plant Sweet Peas

| EAR JIMMY: You know, it’s 
Dp pretty close to the time for you 
| to get those sweet peas of yours 
‘started. You can hardly plant them 
'too early in the season, for much of 
‘their success will depend upon their 
‘making strong root growth before the 
‘advent of settled hot, dry days. In 
'this situation is found the reason for 
‘the fall planting of seeds which is prac- 
| ticed along the Atlantic seaboard south 
|of Philadelphia, and the advice to you 
‘fellows farther north to get sweet pea 
'seeds in just as soon as the ground 
| can be worked in the spring. 

| Where only a limited number of 
plants is to be grown in a northern 
garden it is an excellent idea to give 
them a particularly early start by sow- 
ing the seeds in groups of two or three 
in paper pots late in February or in 
early March, and keep them in a mod- 
erately warm and light room. By the 
time the young plants are a couple of 
inches high the weaker ones in each 
pot should be nipped off and sole pos- 
session given to the strong survivor. 
In rich, light soil each seedling should 
be a sturdy young plant by the time 
the weather is sufficiently settled to 
set it out in the garden. When this 
'time comes do no remove the pot, Set 
‘the whole thing in the ground as it is, 
i'thus avoiding root disturbance or any 
other setback. The paper of the pots 
will disintegrate and in no sense inter- 
fere with the plants’ development.

Boston Youth Employs 
Superior Strength 
Against Veteran. 


ADISON SQUARE GARDEN, New 
York, March 3 (By A. P.)—The 
comeback of Mike McTigue was 

checked tonight as dramatically as it 
had flourished when Jack Sharkey, the 
Boston sailor, was declared the victor 
by a technical knockout over the vet- 
eran Irishman in the twelfth round of 
a.slashing battle. | 

McTigue’s finish came suddenly and 
was due more to a gash on the inside 
of his mouth, caused by a broken piece 
of tooth, than.to the battering he was 
receiving from the hands of the sailor: 
From the effect of this injury Mike 
Was a gory figure, bleeding so pro-« 
fusely that Referee Kid McPartland 
stepped in.and waved him to his cor- 
ner in spite of his protests that he was 
still able to continue. 


Sharkey was the leader on points 
when the end *came, apparently 
| Slated for decisive triumph anyway 
| as his 19-pound advantage in 
weight began to tell on his less 
rugged rival, but McTigue prob- 
ably would have lasted the Hmit 
but for the accident that put him 
out of commission. 


| Sharkey, although steadily wearing 
| McTigue down with a battering, two- 
fisted drive to the head and body, 
found Mike ready to give and take af 
every turn. The sailor himself showed 
even more marks of battle than his 
opponent at the end, 

His left eye was cut and partly closed 
and his mouth showed a jagged gash 
|' where one of Mike’s famous rights had 
struck a glancing blow. 

The majority of ringside critics gave 
Sharkey seven of the twelve rounds, 
the last five of them in a row, after 
Mike, over a five-round stretch, had 
outboxed, outpunched and outguessed 
his opponent, with a carefully exe- 
cuted attack that baffled and stung the 
bigger man. 

The right, with which McTigue had 
scored five previous knockouts in a 
row, was unable to bring down Sharkey, 
but it frequently shook him, cut and | 
dazed him as he attempted to outrush 
and beat down the Irishman’s crafty 
defense. 


The crowd in the Garden fell far 
below the record figures of the 
Maloney-Delaney fight, with 14,181 
spectators contributing to a “gate” 
of $120,099, but it witnessed a bat- 


tle that was punctuated with 
thrills from start to finish, al- . 
though frequently also tame, as 
both fighters resorted to defensive 
tactics. 


As in the case of Maloney’s victory 
over Delaney, however, it was again 
the case of “a good big man” beating 
“a good little man.” Sharkey’s weight, 
his aggressiveness and stamina “offset 
Mike’s determination, punch and gen- 
eralship in a bout which saw the palr 
well matched in speed and boxing abil- 
ity. 

The result paved the way for a r 
turn match. between the two Bost 
heavyweight rivals, Sharkey and 
loney. 

The comparatively brief flash of Me : 
Tigue’s supremacy tonight, brightest bs. 
the ‘third and fourth rounds, had thé ~*~ 
crowd in an uproar. The Irishman, —~ 
rallying from a slow start, jabbed and 
cut his big rival, throwing him off bal- 
ance and shooting over his right with 
damaging offset. Confident as Skarkey 
appeared, however, he showed a healthy 
respect for the veteran's right and 
coolly weathered the storm. .
